An Indian, named Alec, told former 
Sheriff William Cochran that some of his 
Indian friends saw Tracy about 8 o'clock 
Saturday night on the main line of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, four miles south 
of the Pautot, farm, where Tracy spent a 
part of Friday afternoon

His nephew and successor is an amiable but forceful man 
whose principal disability is indolence. He will inherit in a 
way the prestige of his great uncle and perhaps prove equal, to 
the difficult task before him. Nevertheless most Englishmen be- 
lieve that for the next few years the government of Great Britain 


j will be, for the most part, under Joseph Chamberiain’s hat. 
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THE TERMINAL COMMISSION PLAN, 


The Post-Dispatch's suggestion of a Terminal Commission to ex- 
amine thoroughly into the terminal situation and report a plan to 
obtain ‘the additional terminal] facilities needed upon terms which 
will protect the city’s interests and provide for the greatest pos- 
sible expansion of St. Louis business has been approved by a 
number of city officers and leading citizens. It commends itself 
as a hanpy solution of a grave difficulty. 

Mayor Wells; President Hornsby of the Council; Speaker Fon- 
tana of the House; Capt. Hodges, chairman of the railroad com- 
mittee of the Council, agree that a commission composed of men 
specially fitted to understand and solve our terminal problem 
would give valuable service te the people of St. Louls, and could 
greatly aid the authorities in legislating on the subject. 

President Walbridge of the Business Men's League and Presi- 
dent Kingsland of the Manufacturers’ Association, both of whom 
have labored to improve terminal conditions and abolish the 
bridge arbitrary, approve the commission plan. They agree that 
additional terminals and bridge facilities are badly needed, but 
should be obtained upon the proper terms to protect all interests 
and promote trade. 

Mr. F. N. Judson, who was a leader in the movement for 
charter amendments, heartily approves the commission idea and 
suggests two ways in which it can be carried out—by ordinance 
creating a cornimission and providing for its expenses; or by a 
commission of citizens, like the Public Welfare Commission, serv- 
ing without pay. St. Louis could well afford to pay for thorough 
informaticn and a plan of legislation which would avold mistakes 
In granting terminal franchises. 

The Post-Dispatch realizes _the pressing need of a new bridge 
and additional terminal faciiNies: but we realize the danger of 
fatal mistakes which will tle up the city and oppress St. Louis 
commerce in the hep-hazard nting of franchises to the first 
applicant. This denger must be avoided and the facilities needed 
obtained upon the proper terms. 
The commission plan was intende

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One of the Cleverest Political 
Intrigues in Nation's 
History. 


CHAMBERLAIN’S HOPES UPSET 


COLONIAL SECRETARY WAS SICK 
WHEN SCHEME WAS ARRANGED. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1902, by the Press I’ubi shing Co.) 
LONDON, July 14.—Lord Salisbury has 
resigned, and his nephew, Arthur J. Bal- 
four, has been appointed prime minister of 
Engtand in his stead. 

Lord Salisbury’s retirement and Mr. Bal- 
four’s advancement at a moment when 
Joseph Chamberlain, stricken by an acci- 
dent, is incapacitated for fighting for his 
own hand, is regarded in all political cir- 
cles here as one of the cleverest acts of 
political intrigue in English history. 

Salisbury tendered his resignation Friday 
and recommended that the King send for 
his nephew, Balfour, who accepted the task 
of reforming the ministry, which was dis- 
solved by Lord Salisbury’s surrender of the 


seals of office. 

Having accepted, Mr. Balfour went to 
Mr. Chamberlain. the latter belag on a 
sick bed under the imperative injunctions 
of: his doctors to avoid all worry and ex- 
citement, informed him what had happened 
and asked for his co-operation. 

If Mr. Chamberlain had been on his feet 
he certainly would have made fight 
against an arrangment which, in 
his age, virtually puts the magnificent prize 
for which, in view of his age, virtually 

uts the magnificent prize for which he 
hee been scheming all these years beyond 
his grasp. But, under the malign circum- 
stances in which he was placed, he had 
nothing to do except to acquiesce. 


CANDY FOR THE TIGER. 

It is said that he has written a cordias 
letter to be read at a meeting of the Union- 
ist party, in which he promises his most 
loyal support to Mr. Balfour. He could do 


nothing else.

much criticised. 

Rut it is said that the King dreaded 
the possibility of Chamberlain in the pre 
miership so profoundly that it was a relief 
to have that particular danger to the 
country averted.
